In: the past we have at each annual 
meeting in Octuber presented accounts to the 
goth June and have closed the working account 
of the preceding, year and divided up the pro- 
fits, In order,to render ‘this possible we 
had a system of estimating the proportionate 
amount of premium on all unexpired policies 
sll autstanding on the ald year's account and 
transferring both premiam and liabilities on 
there unexpired portions of policies to the new 
year. As youmay imagine this was rather an 
arduous task and any very Kreal accuracy was 
hardly, to be aimed at. “We have long been 
seckins, an opportunity (or, amending. this 
system, and, now that.under our bargain with 
the’ China ‘Traders’ shareholders’ we have to 
provide exact figuies Up to the end of the yeat 
1905, we find it necessary to abolish the 
system altogether and allow all claims on 
1903 policies to fall on the 1995" working 
account. Under these circumstances we cannoi 
form any proper estimate of the 1995 profits 
uniil we have all the accounts io up to the end 
of i926 and this means an annual mecting not 
catlier than April 1997 to deal with the profits. 
Considering that the tain part of your dividend, 
comes out of interest on your reserve funds, we 
thought it unreasonable to ask you to wait 
w til April 1907 for the whole af your dividend, 
and therefore we have called you together now 
to receive the accounts up to the end of 1905 
and to pass an: interim dividend out of 19¢5° 
Anterest.” We propuse next April lo pay a 
final dividend for the year-1905 and an interim 
dividend for the year 14,06, and to continue 
this system in future years.. We now come to 
the 1905 working account. The figures pub: 
lished, we think, are very sutisfuctory ; but we 
cannot, of cotrse, forecast what the ‘ultimate 
profit will be as the risks have not yet run 
off.

Witness, continning, said he’ made the. 
contract. with *Thotias and. Co, for these. 
goods about three munths ago, and recerved 
the meme of their a rival between the roth 
and 2oth iists, He ordered the goods to 
be shipped to Hongkong in order that they 
mht be distributed to their destination 
Mt That was his 
usual course far over’ two “years past. 
Dunng that period he had entered into-con- 
tracts for 1,090 ibs. «f tmerphia. He had 
outstanding Contracts for-yoods ta artive tothe 
extent of xbout 20 or 30 cases.

: ORIGIN OF THE OUIBREAK UNKNOWN, 

. During the last few days, says the Singapore 
Free Press, there have been circulating in town 
many idle rumours, to the effect that there had, 


and that the number of deaths was being kept 
secret by the authorities. We preferred to. say 
nohing about thesé., rumours” at the ‘time, 
bel:eving them to be very krossly exayperated. 
The weekly return of deaths, however, gives 
us a fitting opportunity of pointing out how 
false these reports were. There have been 
cleven deaths from cholera, most of them 
having occurred, we believe, either ‘amongst 
‘Tar jong Pagar coolies or in Chinatown, The 
number is sufficient (o cause the authorities to 
exercise additional care, but ts probably ‘not 
avore than ordinarily occurs here at. certain 
periads of the year, amongst the Inwest class 
of native. Cholera, itis true, spreads very | 
rapidly if allowed to get a hold, but we believe 
that the next weekly returns will show that 
the number of cases ‘of this iliness is not in 
creasing. The incident should, however, be a 
caution to rich and poor alike, but Particularly 
the latter, to'exercise more than ordinary care, 
‘a see that water, milk, ete, is botled, and that, 
any. fruit eaten is perfectly sound. 

Atthe meeting of the Municipal Co Anission, 
the President, Mr. troadrick, made the fallow: 
mg official statement:—! regret to oy that 
lately we have had a number‘ of choleia cases 
in town. There have been 9§ cases teparted of 
which 44 proved fatalin the beginning of April, 
The scourge was not confined toany paritcular 
‘istrict, but the cases were scattered through.

The history of Joint Stock Companies has 
been traced back tn a very early date and such 
concerns as the Bank of England, the first 


, charter of which Jwas dated July 27th, 1694, 


the New River Company, in which James the 
First participated, and the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, which was incorporpted in 1670, are still 
famous institutions, Their firet birthdays date 


_ from the times when ladies wore fardingales, 


and displayed a stomacher of satin; when 
houses were of Iath ard plaster; when sewers 
were unknown, and filth and garbage of all 
descriptions weré thrown into the streets; 
when noblemen carried their beds about with 
them; when tapestry preceded wall paper; 
when Whitsunales. and morris dances were 
popular sports, and when “ flying” coaches ran 
so miles a‘day in summer and jo in winter. 
CLotmpanies in those days were incorporated by

In any case individuals are not obliged to take 
shares in Company, and, when they do, they 
have, at least, the satisfhction of knowing that 
they have a voice in the management of the 
concern, and can, by vote, make certain that 
the control of their affairs is in clean and com- 
petent hands.

THE FOLICING OF CHINA. 
—————— 

: ., (23rd April). 

oMt will be fresh: in the memory of.our 
readers that a special.message was wired from 
Peking the other day with reference to the 
alleged existence of an agreement between 
Great Britain, the United States and Japan 
to let Japan carry out her policy for the 
policing of China. From despatches re- 
ceived from the United States -by the last 
mail we are supplied with the information 
that this latest rumour concerning China 
reached Washington in.a- letter from a 
diplomat in Peking, This ‘so-called ar- 
rangement is spoken: of as an agreement, 
one clause af which provided that, if 
necessary, Japan is ta be assisted by the 
British navy and ihe American army. The 
costs of the service is to be'divided be- 
iween Great Britain and the United, States, 
but Franee and Italy are to contribute a 
share in proportion to their respective in- 
lerests, . The arrangementis spoken of as ‘ta 


conclusion.reached," as if it had: been dis- 
cussed by the five Powers mentioned, and 
the respective part’ of each agreed upon. 
Japan niakes no contribution in cash, but 
her police force is to be paid, as stated, by, 
the other parties. Thé rumour continues 
that the United States and. Great Britain. 
will give to Japan “all privileges of trade 
and industry and political intercourse with 
China which she demands.” Commenting on 
| the extraordinary nature of this alleged agree.’ 
ment, the San Francisco Ca// pertinently ob- 
serves that it is anthinkablé that the United 
States isparty loany sychagreement. Jt means 
an entire suppression of the’ sovereignty of 
China, and the pareelling out of her trade 
by nations that have no rightful jurisdiction 
within her borders. It is more subtle by 
far than the Shanghai: rumours, because it 
presents Japan in the most offensive attitude 
toward China and ig intended to ‘entirely 
separale those two Asiatic powers which, in’ 
friendly accord, could usefully protect the 
independence and direct the destiny of 
Easlern Asia. ‘To take the part ascribed to 
the United States the action of Congress is 
necessary, and for such action as would be’ 
required, the appropriation of money and 
the assumption of sovereign rights in Chinese 
territory, there is no conslitutional warrant. 
“We have problems cnough nearer at hand,” 
continues our contemporary, “in the solution 
of which we may invoke. consfitutional 
authority, without going so far abroad te at- 
tend to business that isnotourown. Wecould 
not make any such agreement with Japan 
and Great Britain, France and Italy without 
entering into trealies with’ those nations.” 
‘These rumours were, without doubt, ‘started. 
with certain mischievous intentions, and it 
is pleasing to’ observe the prompt step which 
the. Chinese Government was advised. to 
take in despatching urgent telegrams, ‘on the 
16th inst., to their Ministers in London and 
Washington instructing them to protest 
against the approval. of Great Britain and 
America that Japanese assistance should be 
given to the Chinese police with the view of 
affording adequate protection to foreigners 
in China, In the absence of any definite 
“ understanding” -on the subject between 


persons killed at the first.named place ; also 
a large number at Purisima, but how many 
was never ascertained.

- On tle 8th 
of ‘October, 1865, the whole ‘region ad: 
jacent to the Bay of San Francisco’ was 
violently disturbed, and many ‘buildings, 
thrown down, while bardly one of brick. or 
stone within the city itself escaped injury ;- 
but few lives were lost; though great alarm 
was felt, Since that time thgge has beer no 
severe shock having its saan oo the coast; 
but in 1872 the whole: Sierra’ Nevada, and 
the adjacent State of Nevada, were most 
violently shaken, the centre of the shock 
having “been along the axis of the range, 
from which the'waves were propagated east 
and west with about equal velocity, Im- 
mense quantities of rock were thrown down 
from. the granite pinnacles ia the highest 
sierra. The small settlement of lone Pine, 
in Owens Valley, at the cast base ‘of the 
mountains, was completely demolished, and - 
between twenty and thirty persons killed. 
Luckily the heaviest part of the shock was 
limited to a region, hardly at all inhabited, 
so that the destruction of life was insignificant 
in comparison with the extent.and violence 
of the disturbance. Lighter shocks con-, 
tinued’ to:.be felt, for wvo or three months 
after-the first severe one, through the whole 
‘extent of Owens Valley. The extinct or 
dormant volcances, of which there is a fine 
group midway in the valley between ils two 
extremitics, showed no signs of being affect- 
ed- by this exhibition of the seismic. forgess 
There are in the Coast ranges long and very 
straight fissures in the rocks, which” have 
been produced by earthquake in modern 
times, and these have jn some ‘instances 
been’ accompanied by changes in the 
relative level of the ground on each side. 
It will be many years before the damages of 
the present ‘visitation wrought, in San 
Francisco -and. surrounding country. can 
he restored, if, indeed, confidence can 
be. sufficichtly gaincd for the  repara- 
tion of the’ immense destruction caused 
by .the disaster of last Wednesday and 
following days. Confidence will have been 
‘so. much shaken in. the city as a place 
for safe residence that it is doubtful if capi- 
tal will be invested to the extent that‘it had 
been. in. the past to make San Francisco 
what it was—one of the véry fairest of the 
great cities of modern times.
